Everything went well until about C( 


miles above White Fish point, when the 
first warning of pending danger was a 
terrible crash caused by the hupe craf 
cralt breaking in two; She took wate 
fast nnd the yawl boats were lowered 
Captain iUnch and family, officers am 
crew to the number of seventeen, go 
into tbe wooden yawl aud the others 
took to tha metallic one. 


The Reserve sank in ten minutes and 


before ahe waa ont of sight the metallic 
yawl capsized. Tlie other boat aac- 
ceedcd in rescuing two occupanta and 
the nineteen anrvlvora started for White 
Fish point. 60 milea away. 


A considerable sea blew op, but tho 


yawl weathered the breakers all night 
•ud until 7 tho next morning. When 
about ten miles from the life saving sta 
tion and about a mile from the ehore, it 
capsized. 


The ateward eaya he saw none of the 


occupant? afterwards. The cries of the 
children, the screams of tbe women and 
the moaning of tho men waa terrible for 
a few moments. He struck for shore, 
and after two houra in the water landed 
abont ten miles above the station, and 
had to walk there before reaching any 
one able to render him any assistance. 
Search failed to find trace of any other 
of the survivors or wreck, and there 
seeme to be no question that all were 
drowned.

It might rerre 
to defeat the very object that the people 
of Fiesno are so intensely 'anxious to 
have brought abont. viz: tbe capture of 
he red-handed ruffians wbo aesauinated 
L. B. McWhiiter on Monday morn ng. 


Accepting the probable theory that 


thia cowardly munler was committed by 
lired assassins, the undertaking of a 
vigilante committee to rid the city of iU 
:ough element would in alt probability 
drive oat tbe men who committed this 
dime and lessen to that extent the 
probability of their capture. 


The further euggeatioa, which has 


been publicly advocated, that it should 
be one of the duties of a committee of 
citizens to deal out summary justice to 
the men who committed the crime In 
case their capture should be efleeted, is 
nothing leas than irrational. While the 
men wbo committed this act deserve tho 
justice that is meted ont by an infuri- 
ated mob, their Uvca muet be spared un- 
til there has been wrung from them tbe 
identity of every man who may be im- 
plicated, aud every fact bearing on the 
case. To take the lives of these men by 
mob violence under existing circum- 
atancsa would be aa act of insanity. 


There are undoubtedly occasions in 


the history of every community when 
the uprising of & righteously indignant 
people is fraught with good. It rights 
things which are wrong and corrects 
abuses which cannot be reached by bet- 
ter mean a. But this ia not tbe time for 
such a movement to take place in this 
city. Before that should occur the con 
etituted authorities must be given tbe 
opportunity to accomplish without inter- 
ference a work that is of more impor 
tance than could possibly be accom- 
plished at thia time by a vigilante or- 
ganization.

county to gather d*U for a history ol 
Frisco county. The agents represented 
that it was the intention to make it tbe 
beet that had ever been published, both 
as regards tbe literary merit rind book- 
work, and a targe number of prominent 
paoplo were called upon for aid. 


They were asked to subscribe for tbe 


werk, tbe price of which was to be $18. 
Thia aeemed somewhat stiff to many 
people, but it was represented that it 
be got up in a costly style. As a further 
inducement to subscribe tbo citizens ap- 
proached were promised thst if tbey took 
the book thjy would receive a biographi- 
cal notice gratis. This alluring bait hat 
tbe desired effect and the prominent citi- 
zens aforesaid bit like gudgeons on a 
cloudy day. 


Capitalists, lawyers, doctors, mer- 


chants, policemen and others desirous ol 
beine "uncrowned kings," as the arch 
literary fakir H. H. Bancroft termed the 
victims of his biographical malign unce, 
signed contracts by which they agreed tc 
pay f IS each for a copy of the "Memorial 
and Biographical History of the Counties 
of Fresno, Tulare and Kern." Among 
them was Supervisor T. C. White. 


Mr. White was aleo informed by the 


Lewis company's agent tbat a few full 
page ateel engravings of only the fore- 
moat men in the tbree counties wonld 
adorn tbe work, and be was invited as 
one of these to have himself engraved on 
one of the pages of the book, and per- 
haps tbe agent added "on the tablets of 
fame." The price of tbe engraving was 
to be tbe pretty sum of $275. 


Tho supervisor, anxious to assist wbal 


he thought a deserving enterprise, and 
desirous of giving tbe coming generation 
an opportunity to discover in tbe linea- 
ments of big countenance the qualities 
that gave him a foremost place among 
tbe builders of tba commonwealth, ID vi- 
olated his reserve on the altar of duty 
and with a gentle sigh signed another 
contract. 


The boot came out about a year ago 


and Mr. White received a copy. He ex- 
amined it, and fon§d to his sorrow tbat 
it was not up to the standard the agent 
bad told him it would be. He was 
pleased neither with bis biography n^r 
with the engraving of himself, nor with 
the historical portion of tbe book; and 
when the agent of tbe company came to 
collect their little bid of |293, Mr 
White gently made known his refusal to 
pay it. 
- The company waited for a while, hop- 
ing the beauties of their publication 
would gradually grow upon Mr. White, 
but they wouldn't grow worth a cent 
so they finally bronght enit against him 
him in Justice Crichton's court. Many 
others who had subscribed for the book 
a'.eo refused to pay for it whan the bills 
were presented, bnt T. 0. White was 
chosen to test the uaee with. 


It aeemed doubtful at first tbat a jus- 


tice of tbe peace qualified to try tbe case 
could be found in tbe county, for mosl 
of them bad subscribed for tbe book, but 
such a justice was at last found in Arch 
McDonald of Madera, and while be list- 
ened to tbe evidence Justice Cbricbton 
eat near by, wondering whether McDon- 
ald had any sympathy with human 
weakness. 


Tbe complainant was represented by 


Firman Church, also one of Lewie' un- 
crowned kings, and Mark Walser. The 
defense by E. D. Edwards, another oi 
Lewis' uncrowned binge, bnt a diesatie- 
ficd one, and Reel B. Terry. There 
were a camber of uncrowned kings in 
tbe audience and several had been sum- 
moned as witnesses. There never before 
was such a display of uncrowned royalty 
in a court in this connty. 


The counsel for plaintiff put in evi- 


dence the two contracts between the 
plaintiff and tbe defendant, the pros- 
pectus announcing tbe intended publica- 
tion of tbe work in question and the 
work itself. 
They asserted tbat the 


book fulfilled every promise made in tbe 
prospectus; it had literary merit, its 
illustrations were artistic and it was a 
masterpiece of the book maker's art. 


The defense denied all this, saying 


they would prove that it did not comply 
with the prospectua, tbat there was no 
literary merit in tbe style, that there 
were many inaccuracies in the historical 
portion and tbat tbe engraving of the de- 
fendant was not a good ouu. Tbeir first 
witness was tbe defendant. 


Mr. White testified to the manner in 


which he had been induced to allow 
himself to be initiated into the ranks of 
uncrowned royalty, as described in the 
beginning of tbis article and then began 
to criticize tbe book. 


"Why," he saik, "tbe literary style of 


tbe hook ia diabolical and some of the 
articles in it are ones that I wrote for tbe 
newspapers." The court joined in tbe 
merriment at this ingenious remark. 


Mr. White stated that he had /ur- 


niahed the data merely for bis biography 
and tbat tbe company had amplified it. 
Lie had received proof sheets so that he 
might make any necessary corrections. 
IIo asserted tbat the work was in no re- 
spect what would be and tbat the great 
preponderence of biographical matter 
made it valueless. The historical por- 
ion was incomplete and inaccurate and 
-herefore worthless, Tbe steel engrav- 
ng of himself was alap nnsatiafactory, 
the resemblance not being good. 


Judgd M. K. Harris, a subscriber to 


tbe book, was tbe next witness for the 
defense and a gr.od one. He criticized 
Is style as inelegant and commonplace, 
tie had read tbe book carefully upon re- 
ceiving it and found a great many Inac- 
cqraciea in tbe historical portion. Tbe 
witness said he had noted them down 
and Neat tbe notes to the company. At 
ireeont he remembered only one error, 
:he locating of the New Idria miues 
somewhere near Centerville, He also 
criticized the superabundance of biogra- 
phical matter and said the work was far 
3elow what he expected it would be 
trotn the representations of the agent. 


S. N. Griffith, expert on connty his- 


toriep, was next called to the stand. Mr. 
[jrifDth said lie had given the book a 
cursory examination and did not think 
much of it. The descriptive matter was 
rjrtt sufficiently ornate and tbe statisti- 
cal bad no frills on it to relieve its dull- 
ness. He also called attention to the in- 
completeness of the description of tbe 
early history of tbe county. 


"NTow,"eaid Mr. Griffith, "tak.e this 


passage concerning a cave in Tulare 
connty. Tbe book makes the bald state- 
ment that it is about 123^ mites from 
Frezier'a mill. In that all that is to be 
said of tbia subterrauean wonder? 
What's tbe matter with the duaky shad- 
ows that play hide and seek among its 
rutted anglei, the little verdant iizards 
tliat^mbolin its dark recesaep, the 
frrtes that playfully leap over the flUlag- 
mite?, tbe mottled snakes that—" 


Tha pplandid flow of language was 


rndsly interrupted by Lawyer Church, 
wbo pointed to some passages "MacCan- 
ey might be willing to claim." Mr. 
Griffith's next criticiam was that there j 
was nothing to elevate the mind in tbe 
work. 


'Take tbia paauge for instance: 


There is probably DO other corporation 
a Freano county that transact* »uch an 
enormous boainea.' Ia there anything 
o improve toe mind in that? Besides, 
he Urge number of biographies make 
the work inferior/' 
J. W. Short waicalled to the stand to 
estifj a> to tbe literary merit of tbe 
wok. He considered it very inferior 
and stated furthermore that the biogra- 
phical portion was incomplete, a num- 
ber of prominent men hanuK been left 
out. 


J. M. McOlure was the last witness for 


the defense. He testified that much of 
the historical portion bad been taken 
bodily from a special edition of the 
County Review without being credited.

What I 
can say of my own knowledge is that 
there are no factions in the Democratic 
party in Fresno, consequently MoWhir- 
ter was not the leader o! a faction. He 
had no following, for though quite a pol- 
ished gentleman, he was not what one 
wonld call a popular man. He could 
not be better described than as occnpy- 
ing the position of a critic of the Demo- 
cratic management of the county. 


"My opinion."- continued the senator, 


"is that tha tragedy is not the result of 
«ny feud of a political or even a personal 
nature. There existed no cause for such 
a fend. If I am wrong in so stating, and 
the killing proves to be the outcome of 
aome political proposition, then I want 
to go on record aa stigmatizinz it as a 
most atrocious, cold-blooded and dellb- 
erate assasination. I am satisfied, how- 
ever, that the report in the evening 
papers is entirely disposed of by tho fact 
that Fresno people are not of that char- 
acter.

AND 
CULTIVATION 


Seedless Sultanas Ureakiug Down 


With tlie Weight of tlie 


Berries, 


There is a narrow strip of rich, brown 


sedimentary loam rimciug from the foot- 
hilla east of this city in a southwesterly 
direction. 


This strip of fertile land waa formed 


by the overflow aud washing of sediment 


L broacht down from the hills by the many 
f creeks tbat flowed upon the plains from 


tbe foothills. 


When the firet vine planters landed on 


what was then tho Fresno desert they 
wandered 
through 
sand, ash, al- 


kali, 
ho;j-wallo# 
and 
hard-pan, 


finding 
inauy 
little 
fertile 
cases 


here and 
there, 
but 
when 
they 


reached tins warm strijj of fiat, fat soil 
they pitched their tenta and planted 
; 
vines and trees thereon. 
i 


They were laughed at by their unpro- j 


^restive neighbors, the old settlors, who | 
raised sheep and hogs and grain, but 
i 


when tho time came for tlie viaea to bear 
their harvest and when the splendid ir- 
rigation syatem was inaugurated, the 
belt once covered with weeds bloomed a 
mass of shining green vinea loaded down 
with clusters of grapes, and the develop- 
ment and prosperity of Fresno county's 
most important industry waa assured. 


Among the notablo vineyardi situated 


upon this fertile atrip is thn 160 acre 
tract of Colonel William Foraytb. A 
REPUBUCAN reporter spent an hour or 
BO venter day in examining the vines and 
tress that'compose the pleasant sur- 
roundings of Colonel Forflvtli'a elo^ant 
home. 
When the present proprietor first took 


charge of his valuable estate aubtrriga- 
tion waa the favorite method of bringing 
•water to the roots of the vines, but that 
method was afterwards discarded in 


. favor of flooding. The hot, dry climate 


effectually destroys most of the insect 
and fungoid pasta that attack the grape 
vines aud the flooding of the vineyard 
has offectutlly prevented the appear- 
ance of the phylloxera which baa made 
such ravages in the vineyards in tho 
northern part of the state. 


Standing iu front of the residence in 


the shade of umbrella treeo aod fan 
palms the visitor beholds stretching 
away to a line of poplars on tbe north 


han emerald sea whose billows are of wav- 
Tng Muscat and Bnltana vines. 
-" Hera and there, modestly raising their 


dark heads above the vines, are seea iu 
sheltered spots proves of young oranges 
and orange trees, planted out last June, 
while cu the edgea of the vineyard, 
merely a3 ornaments, stand a line of 
white Adriatic fig trees two miles long. 


One thousand navel orange trees from 


Loa Angeles, carefully taken up with the 
earth sacked at their root^, were planted 
last June in places sheltered from tbe 
wind. The trees are six years old and 
cost $2.50 each, representing an outlay 
of $2500 for the ten acres for tho trees 
alone. Of tbe 1000 trees only twenty- 
three failed to grow. Many of them will 
be in bearing next winter. 


Tbe'figs are now being dried and 


sacked for the eastern market, there 
being a good demand there for figs tbia 
year in the manufacture of Jellies and 
pastes and also for eating. The produce 
of theae trees, which were planted aa an 
ornamental hem to the vineyard, will 
net in the neighborhood of $2500. 


A marvelous spectacle is the vineyard. 


The ground is hidden with vine leaves 
and no where, save in the lanes, la there 
a single break in the emerald carpet. 


Walking along through the mass of 


vines tbat tangle one's feet in cane and 
tendril the young bunches of tbe second 
crop can be seen taking a peep at the 
warm sunshine, which baa raised the 
mercury up to 93 degress Fahrenheit in 
the shade. The first crop, as is the coy 
and coquettish habit of tbe muscat, 
bides upon tbe cool ground around the 
trunk of the vinA and on the lower 
canea. 


It is necessary to lift tbe vines In order 


to see the large fat bunches of tbe 
first crop, and what a night it is! 
Here are the big clusters of light green 
aromatic grapes, which within the next 
two weeks will be in the sweat boxes as 
Deheaa clusters and London layers. 


There are more grapes than leaves 


ing on the ground around (be 
and the novice in viticulture! lore 
j understands how the slender 


canes, hardly thicker than a man's 
thumb, can support ao heavy a mass ot 
fruit. Although hanging from the canes 
thoy lie upon the ground aud 
are 


sheltered from tho hot rays of tbe Ban, 
which are tempered by hardly ev,;r a 
cloud the whole summer through, by tbe 
mass of foliage that bears tha second 
croo overhead. 


A bushel basket of large first crop 


grapes on every vine waa tbe estimate 
made by the visitor, after havine bud 
more than four pounds of fat broiled out 
of him while lifting up masses of canes 
and leaves to get a view of tbe magnifi- 
cent clusters underneath. 


Although on lijthtor soils in other loca- 


tions tho coulure or dropping of tbe 
f rapes has decreased the yield of the 


rat crop from oO to 75 par cent, there 


waa no coulore at all in the Forsyth 
vmeyard, tho soil being too heavy to 
permit of the ravages of that disease am 
the vines being too old and hardy to 
stand any of that kind of foolishness. 


The Colonel believes that there 


virtue iu thorough cultivation, and the 
soil of his vineyard is as flue and as 
loose as floor. He believes also that it 
is poor economy to save sulphur and he 
slashes right tind left on summer prun- 
ing. This forces tho growth of the canes 
and leaves and they cover all the ground 
affording ample shade for the bunches 
of grapes. 


A greater surprise was in atore when 


the visitor stumbled into the 10-acre 
patch of seedless Sultauaa. These are 
the great rival and the eupsrior of the 
Xante currant, or more properlyrfhe 
Corinth raisin. They are staked up to 
about four feet in height, and from the 


! 
middle of the atem to the ground there 
were more bunches than leaves. Many 
of the vines had broken down with the 
weight of the berries. Tbe great bearing 
quality of tbia variety of grape on the 
'\rown L-am could be appreciated only 
•M|an inspection of a photograph from 


Picking will bean in this vineyard 


about September 5th or 6th, by which 
time the Muscats are expected to be 
perfectly rips and to havd developed tbe 
.maximum quantity of sugar requisite 
for good raisins.

ley Twin Robbery. 


N JAIL IN ALAMEDA 
COUNTY 


He Repeats the Storv-NimeB His 


Alleged Accomplices in the 


Affair. 


John Griffith, aged 25yeara, was taken 
) the Alameda county jail last night on 
charge of misdemeanor, says the Ban 


Francitico Chronicle. This charge was 
imply made to hold him, however, as 
oday he will be accused of robbing the 
ain of the Southern Pacific company aL 
ixley, Tulare county, February '23, 
SS9. 
Griffith waa arrested at Berkeley by 
x-Couatable A. F. Foneo and Constable 
McCarty on a charge of falsa iroperaoua- 
ion. Tbat is the charge made in tho 
ornplalnt sworn to before Justice Long. 
Griffith baa made a complete confession 
f hifl entire connection with the train 
obbery. Last night he made the fl- 
owing confession fo a Chronicle reporter 
i the presence of Chief Jailor Schoueau: 
"I frankly admit that I was ono of the 
ien who commuted the train robbery at 
'irley," eaid he. "I am now ready to 
mako a confession because I made a slip 
it Berkeley while I waa drinking. 1 
ealize now that I am in a comer, aud I 
rant to do the best I can to have it made 
Ray on me. My father is a well known 
eeident of Fresno, and is quite well to 
o, and I know he will be greatly grieved 
o le&ru of my downUli. I waa one of 
he originators of the plan to rob the 
rain. It was done in part aa a matter 
of revenge by me. 


'Some months before I was thrown 


-thetiainin Tnlare by a trainman 


aud sustained a fracture of the akull. I 
letermined to be revenged in someway 
and when I met a man by tbe name of 


. Barker, we talked the matter over, 
is first suggested the robbery, arid I at 
mco agreed to tha plan. 1 believe ho 
iad also had beeu thrown off the train, 
iarker is now a resident of Fresno, and 
believe I caii take the officers to where 


he can be found. After we agreed upon 
he robbery we went to a ranch near,Tu- 
are which waa kept by a man named 
tssmusson. We proposed therotbery 
0 him and he agreed to it and then 
mmghtinan Indian who was working 
or him. The four of us played poker 
and drank wine tbe night ol February 
22d and laid our plana for the robbery. 


"The next day • we started out on 


lorneback, and when night came on we 
staked our horses on the plain BO me 
miles from Tukre. Wo iben went to 
Fresno, where we boardsd the train and 
allowed out our plans, When the train 
aulled out of Pixley Barker and the In- 
dian boarded the engine and made tbe 
engineer atop the train, while Raamns- 
len and myself stood on guard. We hnd 
a verv lively time robbing the express 
car, "I was struck in the face with a 
?iece o! iron and received a hard blow, 
Ra*eniTjseen waa hit on the shoulder 
with something and pretty badly dis- 
abled. Wfo got in tbe car all right after 
some shooting was done, in which i did 
not participate. 


"After we got the money and jewelry 


hi the express Car the four of us ran 
away together, and after walking a few 
miles, we found our horses and rode to 
KaemuEsen's ranch, where we divided 
the money. I got about $200 for my 
ehare. The jewelry was buried at the 
rauch, and 1 believe that I could take an 
officer to the spot where it can be found. 
We remained at tbe ranch until the 
next day, when myself and Barker went 
away together. 
We rode to Tulam, 


paid a visit to Visalia and finally wound 
up in Fresno. 


"Several months after the robbery 


Rasmu=Beu committed suicide at Cuntei 
ville, Fresno county. The Indian disap- 
peared and I have never beard from him 
since. I was afraid to remain in Freano, 
becau e I am a drinking man; 1 was 
frightaned hat I should make a break 
while- drinking that would rain me. 


"I determined to leave and went to 


San Francisco where I shipped as a sailor 
on the bark Northern Light. We Bailed 
to Honolulu, where I went ashore and 
got drnnk. While in this condition I 
made some bad breaks about the Pixley 
robbery with the result that I was ar- 
rested and thrown into priaon. 


"When 1 become sober I denied the 


statements made by me, and said that 1 
was only joking. It was some days be- 
fore I succeeded in getting out ol jail. I 
knocked"about the country from place to 
place for a short time and finally I re- 
turned to my old ship, the Northern 
Light, and sailed for San Francisco. Last 
SuucUv we ariived in port and I left tbo 
bark. "When I was in Berkeley yester- 
day I had been drinking and was trying 
to pass a draft that was not indorsed, I 
do not know whether it was good or not, 
1 soon foucd that I had gotten myael 
info trouble and determined to make a 
clean breaat of the robbery. 


I have been conscience stricken for 


the past three yaara and am now «la<T 
tbat the load ia off my mind. I can hon 
estly aay tbat my first connection with 
the robbery was due to revenge on my 
part, thn matter of plunder being a sec- 
end consideration. I am now ready to 
face the music for robbery, and I hope 
tbat tha courts will deal with 
me 


lightly." 


After Jailer Scboaeau heard tbo story 


of the prisoner he said: "I am con- 
vinced from the way that man tells tho 
Glory that he has been Riving U3 the 
trnth. He fa not a bright fellow, to aay 
tbe least. He poems to be anxions to 
get the matter off hia mind, and I be- 
lieve he will now go into court and plead 
guilty. 


"I am told that his father is a well-to- 


do real estate dealer in Freano. The de- 
tectives should try at once to locate this 
man Barker, aa he will certainly run 
away when he beara of this man's con- 
fession." 


The story told by Griffith ia considered 


so remarkable by the officers that they 
can hardly believe it. By some the 
S 


ung man is considered to be insane 
jwever that may be, it la an easy mat 


ter to verify tho statements made by him 
if they be true. 


T1IE NEWS IS FRE3NO. 


It ia very well understood in Fresm 


that Griffith is insane and baa been so 
for some time past, and that hia atory o 
the train robbery ia a romance. He 
the same story in Honolulu, because he 
wanted to ha taken home to Freano so 
tbat he could avoid further service on 
the whaler. 


He ia probably stranded in Berkeley, 


and is rehashing the old atory for tbe 
purpose of getting a free ride to Fresno 
and a little notoriety for which Jobn R 
appears to have a craving.

"If the raisin growers have effected 


nothing else in this association they are 
getting educated. Our organization has 
jponed their eyes to the true causo of 
;he low prices in the pant, and that has 
jH&ii the combination of jealousy, back- 
Ditinp, catting and Ijine. I had no 
dea tho raisin buaiueea was beinp 
slaughtered in the manner in which it 
watf, and I did not know whj the partiee 
were until this BOBSOU. Tho poor raiein 
grower is made the vicstim nf it all. 


"There meat bo some atickiDK paint 


to this agreement. If I am a raisin 
grower and bave signed this agreement 
am 1 justified in selling my goods to an 
eatlarii buyer provided that I receive 
tbo maximum price or above tho max- 
imum price fixed by this convention?" 


Colonel Trevylan said that be believed 


tho growers would be justified in selling 
their raisins to any ono who offered the 
cash minimum price or above it. 


"I aaked two or thfee packers here il 


tboy were buying raisins and they said 
'no.' I signed that agreement to keep 
up the price, and 1 will aak if any 
packer in this meeting will give me 5 
cents a pound for my raisins? 
I bave 


been offered that price."

honor on it. 1 will not let a single 
pound of raisins po out of the Barton 
vinnyard at lesa than live cents." 


Mr. Hudson argued that if 4j<< cente 


cash was offered, the objyut of the asso- 
ciation iu keeping up tho minimum 
price would be conserved no matter who 
the buyer might he, whether ho be- 
longed iu Fresno or New York.

wanted everything, that by an j stretch 
of the imagination conM be called rai- 
sins, that the growers could furniah; 
and the growers were equally anxious to 
sell everything that the packers would 
take. 
As a consequence grapes, half ripe, 


half cnred, poorly packed, (or rather 
dishonestly packed) and sometimes 
nearlp rotten were sent east to fill or- 
ders. They were sold and the people 
that bought much of the aocalled 
- 


were badly sold. 


Last year the packers started in tbe 


same way, aa well aa acme of the crow- 
ers. I saw Rrapen being packed into rai- 
sin boxes that should not have yet henn 
picked; but the packer had contracts to 
till and so wanted to commence packing 
as soon as possible and tbe grower 
wanted to commence delivering just as 
sflon aa the packer wonld say they would 
do, at the same tima both acknowledg- 
ing that tbe grapes were jnst a little 
green. 


Asareeulfesuch eoods (I can hardly 


say goods) did not Rive satisfaction ; con- 
sequently tbe market dropped. Each 
packer and the dealers also were ansions 
to unload, and BO began to cat prices. 
As a result prices dropped to a ruinously 
low stage, so much so tbat when ths 
second crop, or picking, was ready for 
the packer the producer could not sell, 
the packers were not buying, bnfc wonld 
take all the raisins tbey could get to 
handle, pack and sell on commission. 
They, the packers, were safe on that 
proposition, as 
all 
expenses 
were 


charged up to the grower at a good safe, 
liberal margin, aa well as a commission 
of 5 per cent for selling. Then if there 
was anything left tho prodncer got that, 
which, in my case, wan 2)£ cents per 
pound delivered ut the packing bonsa. 
In that way the grower got rid of all hie 
grapes, calls find all. 


Now I would be very much pleased 


to become acquainted with tbe grower 
that received for his second crop more 
than expenses for picking, ruring and 
delivering to tbe packing house, and 
nothing for the grapes as on the vines. 
Better let them rnt on the vines. 


Tbat was not the worst of it. Just as 


in the case of tho wine, the market was 
overstocked with a poor quality of goods 
that moat be in the way of the present 
crop, reducing tbe demand as well aa

"I have your favor of the 2Gth instant 


and am glad the report meetB your ap- 
proval. 1 regard the disposition of tbe 
second crop of Aluecata aa the most seri- 
ous problem now before the growers of 
Cslifernia, and think that every possible 
effort should ba made to develop mar- 
kets for this market. 


"Regarding the manufacture of a ta- 


ble syrup, my experience two years ago 
wore mado out oi mere curi osity and 
were not carried far enough. I aend you 
a sample of ayrup msde from the Mus- 
cat grape two years ago. It has been in 
a fivo gallon demij ihn loosely corked. 


In order to make a tablo syrup it 


would ba Jneceeeary to neutralize the 
acids to a certain extent. I think tbe 
samo process used in tbe south for the 
manufacture of Byrnp — white or golden — 
would be the most practical for ua to use 
in making a grape syrup. 


Grape must is, aa you are doubtless 


aware, used quite extensively in the 
east au a hot w ealLer drink and would be 
much used at temperance bars and soda 
fountains all through the east and south. 
I learned from a friend who is interested 
in a sugar plantation near Kew Orleans 
that they have a new vacuum pan that 
will make fine syrup at a leas coat than 
anything they have ever used. A plant 
for a sugar 
plantation costs 
abont 


$10,000, bnfc a plant sufficiently large to 
make a practical test in California could 
be gotten for much leas. 


1 think a company should bo formed 


ot ouce and a practical man Rent south 
to investigate. Mr. Cone, representing 
thn Garyan company of To.lodo, Ohio, 
will be in California in a few days and 
will visit Fresno. 


Regarding the Muscat brandy, I think 


it could in time be made popular, but 
the only way to accemplish this would 
bo to form a company with capital suffi- 
cient to make a large amount of brandy 
and hold it three years in bond. If 
properly distilled and carefully blended 
I believe it would eell, but to make a 
large amount now and attempt to mar- 
ket it would be a losing proposition. We 
havo samploa of Muscat brandy in boud 
which we consider very fine and which 
we shall send to Europe with a view of 
developing a market there.

In January last all the packers 
in Fresno county signed an agreement 
that they would not purchase a single 
pound oi raisins and thia had the effect 
of compelling the grower to .entrust thorn 
with their raisins on commission. In 
the early part of August they got to tak- 
ing orders for raisins in the eastern mar- 
kets at prices that would average the 
erowcr considerably leas than 4>.< cents

olves. 
Fresno has been no exception to tha 
ule. There nra many poor families 
ere who are loth to Bend thair children 
3 tba schools because of the dilapidated 
ondition of their wardrobe, and there 
re others where some of the children 
must keep house for the younger mem- 


ers while the parents are at work. 
*hua an important element of tho com- 
lUnity is growing np in ignorance, and 
..irrounded bp temptations from which 
ae children of parents in better circuni- 
tances are exempt. 
Feeling that some assistance should bo 
xtended to those poor people several 
haritable ladies of this city made in- 
uiry into the working of the free kinder- 
arten system of San Francisco with tLe 
iow of adopting it in Fresno. 
They held a meeting in the Hnghea 


lotel yesterday and organized the Fresno 
•"ree Kindergarten association with tbe 
oilowing board 
of directors: Mrs.

with them. There were three Backs of 
silver coin taken from the train aud be- 
tween $200 and $300 worth of gold, ac- 
cording to the statement of the detec- 
,ives. Two of tbe Eacka contained for- 
eign coins and the third contained Anier- 
cau money. They took the gold with 
them and aboat $1000 in silver, as the 
detectives learned in their investigations. 


Hume and Tbacker had four iron rode 


made in this city, each with a fiteel- 
larbed point, ftnd a bar at the end, to be 
used as a handle. These they brounut' 
,0 Yisalia, and they employed two men 
:o aeaiat them in their search. Begin-

As a consequence grapes, half ripe, 


half cured, poorly packed, (or rather 
dishonestly packed) and sometimes 
nearip rotten were sent east to fill or- 
ders. They were sold and tbe people 
that bought marh of the socalled raisins 
were badly sold. 


Laat year the packers started in the 


same way, as well aa some of the grow- 
ers. I saw grapes being packed into rai- 
aiu boses that should not havo yet been 
picked; but the packer had contracts to 
till and so wanted to commence pactinj? 
as soon aa possible and the jzrower 
wanted to commence delivering just aa 
soon as the packer wonld aay they would 
do, at the same time both acknowledR- 


K tbat the grapes were just a little 


green. 
As a result such sooda (I can hardly 


say goods) did not givo Batiefaction; con- 
aequeutly the market dropped. Eich 
packer nod the dealers also were anxious 
to unload, and so began to cut prices. 
As a result prices dropped to a ruinously 
low stage, so much oo that when tha 
second crop, or picking, waa ready for 
the packer the producer could not aell, 
the packers were not buying, but wonld 
take all the raisins they could get to 
handle, pack and sell on commiaaion. 
They, the packers, were safe on that 
proposition, as 
all 
expenses were 


charged up to the grower at a good safe, 
liberal margin, aa well aa a commission 
of 5 per ceiit for selling. Then if there 
was anything left the producer got that. 
which, in my cape, was 2% cents par 
pound delivered at the packing bouao. 
In that way the grower got rid of all hia 
graphs, culls ond nil. 


Now I would be very mnch pleased 


to become acquainted with tbe grower 
that received for his second crop more 
than expenses for pickinc, curing and 
delivering to the packing house, and 
nothing for the grapes as on the vines. 
Better let them rot on the vines. 


That was not the worst of it. Jnst as 


in the case of the wine, the market was 
overstocked with a poor quality ot gooda 
that muat be in the way of ths present 
crop, reducing the demand as wellaa 
the price; to lasting disgrace aa well aa 
injury of the California raisin industry. 


To prevent the further injury to the 


industry, let each grower refuse to de- 
liver any raieins that are not really good 
of the first crop and none of the second; 
better feed them to tbe hogs, for all 
know that eocene" crop grapes do not 
make firet quality raisins, no matter how 
good they look. The danger of rain, 
damp Ion? ninnta, add to the eipenae of 
saving the second crop, that when saved 
barely paya for the tronble and coat, and 
tends to overstock the maaket and 
further briug our raisins into disrepute.

In order to make a table syrup it 


would be jneceasary to neutralize the 
acids to a certain extent. I think the 
same proceaa used in the south for the 
manaiacturaof syrup—white or golden— 
would be the most practical for ua to use 
in making a grape syrup. 


Grape must is, as you are doubtless 


aware, need quite extensively in the 
east aa a hot weather drink and would he 
much used at temperance bars and soda 
fountains all through the east aud south. 
I learned from a friend who is interested 
in a sugar plantation near New Orleans 
that they bave a new vacuum pan that 
will make fine ayrup at & leaa coat than 
anything they have ever naad. A plant 
for a sugar plantation coata about 
$10,000, but a plant iufficiently lar^e to 
make a practical test in California could 
be gotten for much leas. 
1 think a company should be formed 


ot once and a practical man sent south 
to investigate. Mr. Cone, representing 
the Garyan company of Toledo, Ohio, 
will be in California in & few daya and 
will visit Freano. 


Regarding the Muscat brandy, T think 


it could in time be made popular, but 
tbe only way to accemplish thia wonld 
bo to form a company with capital suffi- 
cient to make a large amount of brandy 
and hold it three years in bond. If 
properly distilled and carefully blended 
[ believe it would Bell, but to make a 
largo amount now and attempt to mar- 
£et it would be a losing proposition. We 
have samples bf Muacat brandy in bond 
which we consider very Due and which 
we shall aend to Europe with a view of 
developing a market there.

raging iu some parts of the world and we 
might by accident get a touch of it here, 
a few remarks will not be out of place as 
to the meaanrea to be taken to prevent 
its appearing here. 


I have had considerable experience 


with the disease and remember tho time 
when the black flag was hung at the 
street corners of London to prevent peo- 
ple from Koiog down tho atreeta that 
were infected. I lived in one of the 
atreeta and my mother died of tho dia- 
ease. L also had it. 


I saw much of the disease in India, 


Whore thousands died of it in 1869. I 
was inspector of nuisances for the city of 
Umbolla, in Bengal, where the popula- 
tion was about 5000 while and 20,000 
native, and we got through the cholera 
season with tho death rate of 109 native 
and eleven white people. 


This was brouahi abont by being very 


strict in carrying out onrdntiu in aeeinK 
that tho place waa kept clean. AB the 
raying ie, you could oat your meals off 
the etreets. 


Now tako tho city of Fresno. How 


would it he here if tha cholera paid us a 
visit? Look at the state of oar gutters, 
our alleys, our backyards; look at tbe 
back of some of our hotels, where you 
will find barrels of garbage fermenting in 
the sun. Go over to Chinatown and see 
the filth that ia to be found there. I 
know of a vacant lot next to a store 
where you can see fish heads and chicken 
refuse festering in the biasing sun. 


Thoaa ara the things that causa cholera 


and other diseases that thin out our 
towns aud cities and fill our graveyards. 
Now I am one of those who believe that 
prevention1, is batter than cure, and tho 
way to prevent is to have everything 
cleaned up. It is only necessary for our 
city oliicers to do their duty and the pao- 
ple will be obliged to do theirs. Thank- 
ng you for publishing theae few hints, I

Late last night a 
rumor 
reached 


Fresno that Evaiis and Sontag, tha Bo- 
linda train robhsrfl, had been shot and 
killed by a farmer on tho Kmveah rirer, 
in tho vicinity of Visalia. 


The rumor further stated thut Evans 


and Sontaa were trespassing upon the 
fanner's melon patch; that they had 
gorged themselves with watermelons 
and other indigenous fruits; that their 
rig waa standing ID the road about 100 
yards from the melon patch. 


Tho story, as told, is to the effect that 


tbe bandits were leaving the scene of 
revelry with a largo melon under each 
arm, when they were apprehended by 
the owner, who was armed with a Ire 
sod a curry comb. 
He hailed the men, 


bat they refused to stop, and he at once 
surrounded them. 
AB they were full of 


melon and unarmed, hft at once made a 
demand for ati unconditional surrender. 
The desperation of the tituation was not 
apparent to the men, and the farmer 
proved a formidable conqueror. 


Evans ttied to hit him in the neck 


with a cautelonpe, but the farmer fairlv 
decapitated him with a well aimed blow 
from hia trusty hoe.

rumor. 


It was also learned that a' prominent 


lumber dealer of FreRno had met Evana 
and Sortagon the White's Bridge read 
at an early hour this morning.

Tbe 
grower had signed an iron-claU agree- 
ment with the packer which enabled 
jim, the packer, to dispose of these 
ataina at whatever price he might see 


One of tbe Qrat duties of tbe Bssacia- 
iou was to ascertain at what prices 
iheee commission packers were selling 
the growers' raisins in tho eastern mar- 
ket. About the middle of Angaat it was 
reported tbat raisins were being sold by 
many of the California packers in the 
markets of New York, Chicago and 
Boston at prices that would net the 
grower considerably less than 4X cents a 
pound. Having in mind the deplorable 
and insane slaughter of raisins last year, 
the committee of this association caused 
telegrams to be sent to many brokers in 
the eastern states asking for quotations 


are Coot A Lanuley, Schacbt, Lemcke 
^ Sterner and Williams, Brown A Co 
Messrs. Williams, Brown & Co. though 
refusing to sign, have written tothaaa- 
lociation that it is their intention hon- 
estly to observe combination prices, un- 
til further notice. The packers and the 
merchants both hare and iatheeaatare 
now reporting tbat they expect thenl- 
sm pack of thia season, if properly han- 
dled, will fetch a higher price than ever 
before known in ihe state, for the reason 
that the .Spanish raisins will be entirely 
shut ont from all the ports of the United 
States by reason of the cholera now 
raging in Spain. And also that tha 
short cnp of fruit in the eaet has so in- 
creasnd the price of dried frnit, that rai- 
nnBwuJ, toaenat extent, be-used sea 
substitute, for dried fruit. 


AH a proof of the improved market 


which has been called into existence by 
the packer and groweraereeing upon one 
uniform price, many of tho packers in- 
tarm us that they have already sold at 
ihe combination price all the Urat crop 
of raisins controlled by them.

Dangerous. 


In view ol the likelihood that Asiatic 


cholera will Bpresd to the United States 
thia fall and the possibility of its occurr- 
ing on tbia coiat, it is timely togive such 
information which, if acted upon, will 
greatly decrease tbe danger from thia 
terrible scourge. A number of physi- 
cians were interviewed by a REPUBLICAN 
reporter yesterday and they told what 
meflBnrea, in their opinion, would be 
necessary should Fresno be threatened 
with a visit from tbe plague. 


Dr. W. T. Manpia, health officer ol 


thia city, said: 


"I have been think ing, with a little 


nneaaineflB, of the repotted appearance 
of the cholera in New York and i! the 
newa continues threatening will iaaue a 
proclamation calling attention to the 
necessity ot taking mfraeures to prevent 
its introduction into Freauo and describ- 
ing the steps to be ta*eo. 
'' There is no question that the moat 


important thing ia to have a general 
cleaning up &nd particular 
attention 


should bo given to the Chinese quarter. 
Back yarda should be kent free from rub- 
bish and garbage, and connection with 
the newer should bo made where there ia 
none* 
"In thia connection I want to call at- 


tention to the difficulty of the last 
named precaution. There are many 
people who are really too poor to pay for 
the laterals necessary to connect their 
premises wilb the sewer, and the over- 
coining of this obstacle ia something that 
will naed imiuodmte attention ahould 
the cholera threaten to break out here. 
Where there in no connection with the 
sawer disinfectants should be used, each 
as chloride of lime, unslaked lime or 
sulphate of coppor. 
"A proper diet is, o! coarse, also or 


great importance, and care should be 
taken to eat neither unripe nor overripe 
fruit, or fruits that are out ol season. 
Stale vegetables should also be avoided. 
It is too late now to eat watermelon, and 
encumbers are also best in a stomach be- • 
longing to sorrm other person than your- • 
self. Too much ice water ia dangerous, 
and the mortality in a cholera epidemic 
ia always heaviest among those addicted 
to the UBB of alcoholic beverages. 


"I doubt very much that the alleged 


cholera cases in New York are really 
auch, and do not believe we euall have 
the plague in the United States this 
vear; however, measures of cleanliness 
taken in time will accomplish much in 
the way of reducing the mortality should 
the plague visit us" 
"I don't believe there ia much proba- 


bility of the cholera naming a etrong 
foothold on tbii coaet," said Dr. E. C. 
Dunn, "and believe it would not thrive 
very well in Fresno. The atmosphere is 
much drier on the Pacific than on the 
Atlantic coast, and the conditions are 
not therefore BO favorable to tbe develop- 
ment of the cholera germ out here as in 
the east, where the atmosphere is humid. 
Besides, we here are not in the direct 
line of contact aa they are in the east. 
"As for the proper sanitary precau- 


tions should the cholera visit this coast, 
the immediate isolation of any case or 
cases ia of ereat importance. 
The main 


fhing, however, is cleanliness. 
This is 


the sum total of all aanitary precautions; 
cleanliness of person and of premises. 
Tr.ft matter of diet muat also not be over- 
looked. Moderation in both eating and 
drinking is advisable 
and particular 


things are to be avoided, aoch as green 
fruit and vegetables, and stale fruit aud 
vegetables also. 
All epidemics are par- 


ticularly fatal to those who are strongly 
addicted to the UBB of alcoholic bever- 
ages.

Huron was burned to death in the Mari- 
posa jail which was destroyed by fire at 
2 o'clock on the morning of September 
let. Tuitt waa sent to jail a few days 
before by Judge Murphy in default of the 
payment of a ?200 fine for an asaanlt. It 
was alleged by his friends that he waa 
insane and they had been making ef- 
forta to have him examined. 
Tuitt frequently remarked that ha 


would rather be dead tnau alive and it 
is believed that while temporarily in- 
sane he set fire to the jail.

Dr. C. A. Bowell stated that beside 


quarrantine the observance of the gen- 
eral laws of cleanliness will prove effec- 
tual in decreasing the danger of cholera. 


"I would advise being careful in the 


kind of trait eaten. TJnnpe fruit causes 
certain bowel complaints, bnt it is m 
overripe fruitthat the real danger lies, 
they being generally cooked, it should be 
seen that they are fresh. Vrnita out of 
seasou are also bad. *\Vatermelone should 
not be eaten now. 
"It is wonderful how Hftle sickness 


there IB here from bowel troubles and 
how unfavorable the conditions are for 
epidemics or contagions diseases. I do 
not believe tha cholera could gain a firm 
foothold here, the atmosphere being too 
dry.Dra. Deardorffand Davidson thought 
that tho cholera germ would have a very 
hard row to hoo in Fresno on account of 
our healthy atmosphere. 
" Still, if them is any indication that 


it will appear here, proper sanitary pre- 
cautions should be taken in time. We 
must have good sewerage, wholesome 
diet, and do our beet to keep our sys 
terns in good condition. There mast be 
no intemperance, either in eating o 
drinking. Cholera being a disease o 
the elementary canal, alt fooi that acts 
unfavorably upon the bowels and thu 
predisposes one to the pestilence, shouh 
be avoided. Care should be exercieei 
that tt.e fruit ifc is intenjed to eat bs 
neither unripe or over-ripe; that th 
meat bo not tainted and the vegetable 
Btale.Pore drinking water in also impor 
tant, Water is a very favorable vehicle 
for the cholera germ, and where th 
pestilence prevails it is necensBry to boi 
the water before using. Oar Fresnc 
water ia almost perfect, bat coald, o 
conrie, become contaminated.
